having the power renewed.

SURPLUS, OH YEAH? 


G 


REAT BRITAIN has a budget surplus of 31,148,000 pounds 


which amounts lo more than $150,000,000 in our money, 


not a. surplus (o be sneezed at, especially when we remember 
that we now have a deficit of something around two billions. 
John Bull is to be congratulated. 
He has acquired the surplus 


without the benefit of a Brain Trust. 


But that isn't quite all of it. Great Britain also acquired 


ihat surplus by refusing to pay Uncle Sam installments due on 
the debt which she owes Uncle Sam and which she agreed to 
pay. 
True it is that we got a token payment, which is little 


more than "chicken feed" compared with the amount due, but 
this was only to save Great Britain's face and her reputation for 
always "paying her debts." 


The other day Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, when he 


learned of the British budget, advised John Bull to send the 
•.noney to Uncle Sam on account. 
But, according to a London 


dispatch to the New York Times, this suggestion'of an Ameri- 
:an senator caused nothing more than mirth in the British capi- 
!al, where, it is stated, the suggestion was simply laughed at. 
The always interesting Times correspondent tells us that the 
British newspapers scarcely mentioned the fact that the surplus 
was made possible by the "token" payments to Uncle Sam, 
only the conservative Morning Post stating that had the pay- 
ments been made there would have been a deficit instead of a 
surplus. 


The only criticism of Britannia, openly expressed but polit- 


ical, came from A. V. Alexander, former First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, who is quoted by the New York Times correspondent 
a. stating, at a labor demonstration in Glasgow: 


"The more I examine these figures, the more I am con- 


vinced of the hypocrisy of the government. 
If the country's 


commitments to the United States in the debt repayment had 
been met there would be no surplus but an actual deficit, allow- 
ing for the token payment. 
If a Socialist government had pro- 


posed to default or even t,o stall payments to our creditors 
aboard, what an outcry there would have, been from the finan- 
cial pundits and commercial bigwigs! We would have been ac- 
cused of destroying the nation's credit abroad." 


It is coming to be pretty well realized that, so long as we 


do nothing about it, there will be no more debt payments from 
Europe. 
France has repudiated. 
The "token" payments from 


Great Britain are merely a makeshift, and nothing more. 
Brit- 


ain does not intend to settle up and by token payments merely is 
seeking to "save her face." 
The French repudiation at least 


has the merit of being unhypocritical. 


In view of all this, we are wondering just how much de- 


pendence we can place in European agreements, if President 
Roosevelt gets his tariff bargaining act through congress and. 
seeks to make trade deals with some of these countries which 
repudiate their obligations. . Will we have just some more 
scraps of paper?

ANOTHER AMENDMENT 


Not content with obtaining adoption of his "lame-duck" amend- 


ment to the Constitution, abolishing the short session and changing the 
dates for presidential inaugurations and the assembling of new con- 
gresses, Senator Norris now proposes to change the method of electing 
presidents. 


At one time he advocated their election by nation-wide popular 


vote. His new scheme, embodied in a proposed constitutionaljamendment, 
would introduce the proportional system, retaining the machinery of the 
Electorial College. Under the present plan a presidential candidate who 
polls a plurality of the votes cast in a state receives all of that state's 
electoral votes. 


Under the Norris plan, which has Mr. Roosevelt's approval, a can- 


didate's electoral vote In each state would be proportionate to his popu- 
lar vote in the state. In 1928, although Mr. Hoover polled less than 50 
per cent of the popular vote in New York he won its entire electoral vrie 
because of his plurality over Mr. Smith. In 1932 Mr. Hoover got fifty- 
nine electoral votes from states in which 2,000,000 ballots were cast lor 
him, while from other states polling a Hoover vote ol 13,600,000 he re- 
ceived no;electoral votes. 


No matter how many presidential candidates were in the field, Mr. 


Norris would apportion to each electorial votes, or even a fraction of an 
electoral vote extending into one-hundredths, in accordance with their 
popular votes. Even with the present number of parties the scheme 
would lead to endless confusion. But since the tendency would he to in- 
crease the number ol presidential tickets, there would be confusion 
worse confounded. 


In American history there have been only two presidents who re- 


ceived less than a plurality of the popular vote—Hayes and Harrison. 
Six others, including Garfield, Cleveland and Wilson, received less than 
a majority of the popular vote. The theoretical advantages claimed for 
the Norris proposal are outweighed by the practical disadvantages in- 
volved in such a radical change in the electoral system.

Under the Norris plan, which has Mr. Roosevelt’s approval, a can­ 
didate’s electoral vote in each state wrould be proportionate to his popu­ 
lar vote in the state. 
In 1928, although Mr. Hoover polled less th an 50 
per cent of the popular vote in New York he won its entire electoral v» ie 
because of his plurality over Mr. Sm ith. 
In 1932 Mr. Hoover got fifty- 
nine electoral votes from states in which 2,000,000 ballots were cast for 
him, while from other states polling a Hoover vote of 13,600,000 he re­ 
ceived no electoral votes. 


No m atter how m any presidential candidates were in the field, Mr. 
Norris would apportion to each electorial votes, or even a fraction of an 
electoral vote extending into one-hundredths, in accordance with their 
popular votes. 
Even with the present num ber of parties the scheme 
would lead to endless confusion. But since the tendency would be to in ­ 
crease the num ber of presidential tickets, there would be confusion 
worse confounded.

Those who have not 
seen the basin since last fall arc 
surprised at the area covered bv 
QV<S^'- 7'ley have found a level of 
994.43 leet. or within slightly more 
than five feet of the crest predicted 
for this year, 


A total of 6,500 acres of water im- 


pounded, out of 16,420 acres which 
will be the total when the reservoir 
reaches the flow line. 


An estimated 11 billion gallons of 


water held back by the dam which 
had its gates closed in January The 
total capacity of 62 billion gallons 
•will be impounded when the reser- 


A sheet of water is now visible 


for several miles in length, up'to a 
mile in width between the Andover- 
Espyvillc bridge and the dam The 
road which this bridge replaced is 
now under water for a distance of 
about half the width of the bridge 
and the water is visible for some 
miles north of the bridge, although 
but slightly out of the original chan- 
nel at that point. 


Looking west from the new Lines- 


yille road, the lake is beginning to 
form, with small ponds visible for 
several miles. A rise of only a few 
feet will extend the present sheet of 
water over a great area, perhaps 
nearly twice its present 
size, or 


more than three-fourths of the total 
area to be inundated. 


At present the area covered by 


water 
represents 
approximately 
three-eights of the 
entire 
basin 


which will ultimately be under wat- 
er ab flow line. Meanwhile, the vol- 
ume of water impounded amouts to 
only slightly more than one-sixth of 
the total which will be held back 
when the flow-line is reached. 
It is interesting comparison 
to 


note that the Pymatuning Lake, now 
covering 6,500 acres is nearly half 
the area of Lake Chautauqua, the 
area of which is 13,568, and is seven 
times as large as Conneaut Lake 
with an area of 928 acres 


With 10,000 acres yet to be covered 


with water, and 51 billions of gallons 
yet to be impounded!, there remains 
only a rise of 13.57 feet in which to 
accomplish these two extremes. On 
an even ratio, each additional thous- 
and acres flooded w:.ll mean an ad- 
ditional five billion rjallons of water 
impounded, or with each additional 
foot of rise, four billion gallons will 
be impounded.

mped out the restriction as to alco­ 
holic content and beer or ale of any 
strength can be sold under a countv 
license.

EXPOSED COAL 


FIELD REVEALS 


ANCIENT WORLD 


(International Neira Service) 


HALIFAX, N. S. — One of the 


most interesting and complete geo- 
logical pictures on the continent Is 
to be seen in the Jogglns coal district 
of Cumberland County, Nova Scotia 


This picture Is found in the car- 


boniferous formation •which occurrs 
in the sea cliffs in this district. The 
formation extends in imbrofcen or- 
der for a distance o£ about ten 
miles, and the coal measures are 
full of interesting markings an°J 
structures that show the conditions 
under -which they accumulated. 


Fossil tree stumps, rooted in place 


and erect although enveloped In 
sand and turned to stone, mark the 
sites of coal forests of early stages 
ol geological history. Skeletons of 
reptiles in some of the stumps show 
that primitive lizards found refuge 
In the hollow trunks. Footmarks 
on the surface of mud layers, now 
completely indurated, relegate these 
creatures to the mud flats ol long 
ago. Raindrop pits tell of passing 
showers ad cracks bespeak periods 
of sunshine during the period wheu 
the deposits were in the making. 


Geologists from all over the world 


have visited these deposits, and fos- 
sils from the district are found In 
nearly all of the larger museums.

YAKIMA, Wash, — What is de- 


clared to be the world's most won- 
derful petrified forest has been sur-

( International N ew s Service) 
HALIFAX, N. S. — One of the 
most interesting and complete geo­ 
logical pictures on the continent is 
to be seen in the joggins coal district 
of Cumberland County, Nova Scotia 
This picture is found in the car­ 
boniferous formation which occurrs 
in the sea cliffs in this district. The 
formation extends in unbroken or­ 
der for a distance of about ten 
miles, and the coal measures are 
full of interesting markings and 
structures that show the conditions 
under which they accumulated. 
Fossil tree stumps, rooted in place 
and erect although enveloped in 
sand and turned to stone, mark the 
sites of coal forests of early stages 
of geological history. Skeletons of 
reptiles in some of the stumps show 
that primitive lizards found refuge 
in the hollow trunks. Footmarks 
on the surface of mud layers, now 
completely indurate^, relegate these 
creatures to the mud flats of long 
ago. Raindrop pits tell of passing 
showers ad cracks bespeak periods 
of sunshine during the period when 
the deposits were in the making.

WOMEN'S NEW PUMPS

HALIFAX, N. S. — One of the 


most interesting and complete geo- 
ogical pictures on the continent is 
to be seen in the joggins coal district 
of Cumberland County, Nova Scotia 


This picture is found in the car- 


boniferous formation which occurrs 
in the sea cliffs in this district. Th« 
formation extends in unbroken or- 
der for a distance of about ten 
miles, and the coal measures are 
lull of interesting markings an.J 
structures that show the conditions 
under which they accumulated 


Fossil tree stumps, rooted in place 


and erect although enveloped in 
sand and turned to stone, mark the 
sites of coal forests of early stages 
of geological history. Skeletons of 
reptiles in some of the stumps show 
that primitive lizards found refuge 
in the hollow trunks. Footmarks 
on the surface of mud layers, now 
completely indurated, relegate these 
creatures to the mud flats of long 
ago. Raindrop pits tell of passing 
showers ad cracks bespeak periods 
of sunshine during the period whei- 
the deposits were in the making 


Geologists from all over the world 


have visited these deposits, and fos* 
sils from the district are found hi 
nearly all of the larger museums.
